Attention  to  Moulages  in  Art 


To  prove  that  the  students  ofi 
NWMSC  do  have  originality  and 
imagination,  one  has  only  to  con¬ 
sider  the  exhibit  in  the  glass  case 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  Admin¬ 
istration  Building. 

The  pictures,  called  “moulages” 
or  “coullages,”  are  the  result  of 
an  assignment  Miss  Olive  DeLuce, 
chairman  of  the  fine  arts  depart¬ 
ment,  gave  to  the  members  of  her 
Introduction  to  Art,  Fine  Arts  11 
class. 

Comes  From  Cubism 

The  word  “moulage,"  or  “coul¬ 
lage, ’’  comes  from  a  development 
of  "cubism”  which  was  initiated 
into  the  art  world  at  the  end  of 
the  nineteenth  century.  This  type 
of  work  stresses  texture  contrast 
as  a  prominent  device.  Pablo  Picas¬ 
so  and  George  Braque  ushered  this 
new  type  of  modern  painting  into 
the  American  art  world. 

Miss  DeLuce  asked  her  students 
to  sketch  an  entirely  original  pic¬ 
ture  and  tT$n  use  their  own  cre- 
alivcness  to  develop  realistic  char¬ 
acteristics.  A  hurried  glance  at  the 
pictures  in  the  case  will  not  suf¬ 
fice.  In  fact,  several  hours  could 
be  spent  in  attempting  to  translate 
the  idea  of  Joe  Sickcls’  “English 
Theme.”  The  materials  in  thio  ab¬ 
stract  drawing  range  from  coarse

Moon  Is  Made  of  Cheese 
Evalee  Donaldson  left  no  doubt 
that  the  moon  was  made  of  cheese. 
In  addition  to  the  real  cheese 
(American  or  Velveeta)  she  also 
used  orange  rind  for  the  hoofs  and 
horns  of  the  bull  In  her  drawing. 
Shredded  wheat  serves  as  straw  in 
the  pen.

Her  Dog  Donated  Hairs 
Sacrifice  and  suffering  are  evi¬ 
dent  in  the  production  of  these 
pictures,  as  evidenced  by  Betty 
Teaford.  Her  dpg  donated  countless 
hairs  to  make  her  depiction  of  a 
dog  realistic. 

An  unusual  feature  of  Marca 
Dick’s  picture  was  a  pirouetting 
ballerina  made  of  spiral  wood  shav¬ 
ings.

Mathematics  Department  Offers' 
Profitable  Course  to  Students

"I  feel  that  many  who  would  profit  by  courses  In  mathematics  do 
not  take  them,  the  reason  being  that  they  found  it  possible  to  graduate 
from  high  school  with  nothing  more  than  general  mathematics,”  states 
Mr.  William  A.  Lafferty,  acting  chairman  of  the  mathematics  depart¬ 
ment,  of  Northwest  Missouri  State  College.  In  other  words  Mr.  Laffer¬ 
ty  feels  that  If  people  did  not  avoid  mathematics  so  diligently  that  they 
might  develop  a  taste  for  the  sub-*f  1  . . 


One  of  the  objectives  of  the 
mathematics  department  is  to  re¬ 
flect  the  changes  that  have  oc-

It  is  my  hope  that  the  students  of 
this  college  will  sometime  realize,  to  be  good  citi¬ 
zens  of  our  country  you  must  be  a  good  citizen  of 
even*  organization  with  which  you  are  connected. 
To  be  a  good  citizen  of  one’s  college,  one  must 
exercise  his  voting  privilege.

"The  Netherlands  suffered  the 
most  during  the  German  occupa¬ 
tion,  and,  although  they  received 
very  little  aid  from  the  U.  S„  they 
have  made  the  quickest  recovery," 
said  Mr.  Moseley.

Admittedly,  this  reviewer  is  prejudiced.  Frederick  Lewis  Allen. Is  my 
favorite  Informal  historian.  His  non-fiction,  novel-llke  chronicles  of  our 
times  are  fascinating,  exciting  reading.  HU  graphic  portrayals  of  our 
changing  social,  political  and  economic  world  should  be  required  reading 
for  all  college  students. 

Mr.  Allen’s  first  book  ONLY  YESTERDAY  described  the  decade  of 
the  nineteen  twenties.  It  was  followed  by  SINCE .  YESTERDAY,  an!  ac¬ 
count  of  America  In  the  nineteen  thirties.  And  now;  another  best  seller 
(according  to  the  New  York  Times  Book  Section)  THE  BIG  CHANGE  Is 
an  interpretation  of  the  changes  of  the  American  y’ay  of  life  since  1800. 

Mr.  Allen  Is  eminently  fair.  He  has  no  personal  axe  to  grind 
for  or  against  our  way  of  life.  In  lieu  thereof,  he  presents  all 
viewpoints  and  allows  the  reader  to  make  his  own  decision.  In 
the  work  under  review  the  author  suggests  that  the  "big  change” 
has  been  more  than  a  narrowing  of  the  gap  between  the  rich  and 
poor;  rather,  he  Infers,  It  has  been  a  fast  closing  of  the  gap  be¬ 
tween  all  their  wavs  of  living.  He  examines  the  possibility  that 
this  closing  may  have  resulted  In  mass  second-rate  education, 
culture  and  thinking,  but  he  also  suggests  that  an  Increasing 
number  of  people  previously  alien  to  art,  literature  and  culture 
In  general  are  now  aware  of  and  Interested  In  these  areas  once 
relegated  and  available  to  the  select  few. 


Dietetics  Class 
Conducts  Better 
Breakfast  Survey

Are  the  students  on  this  campus 
eating  an  aiequate  breakfast  each 
morning?  That  question  prompted 
the  recent  survey  conducted  by  the 
home  economics  students  enrolled 
In  the  dietetics  class. 

Girls  living  In  Residence  Hall, 
in  homes,  in  towns,  and  those  living 
with  their  parents  we.e  questioned 
and  their  answers  Indicated  a  defin¬ 
ite  need  for  a  "better  breakfast” 
campaign.  Reasons  given  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  for  not  eating  breakfast,  were 
varied  but  not  nutritional  valid. 


Mr.  Allen  does  not  believe  that  we  are  on  the  road  to  socialism.  In¬ 
deed,  he  declares  we  have  gone  beyond  socialism  and  have  demonstrated 
that  mass  production  and,  more  Important,  mass  consumption  have 
raised  the  standards  of  living  of  all  people  in  the  nation  This  change 
has  not  come  about  smoothly,  but  through  a  ser  es  of  crises.  First,  the 
corporate  change  from  the  Individualistic  capitalist  to  the  management 
control  concept  of  corporate  enterprise.  Second,  Government  regulation, 
not  for  the  sake  of  control  by  the  politicians,  but  because  of  the  need 
to  carry  out  our  democratic  Ideals  for  all  the  people.  Finally,  our  change 
from  an  ostrlch-llke  Isolationism  to  World  leadership  (of  which  we  are 
presently  quite  afraid).  To  arrive  at  the  point  where  we  are  today,  how¬ 
ever,  we  have  had  to  experience  wars,  fictitious  prosperity,  real  and 
deadening  depression,  and,  always,  fear. 

This  fear  la  human.  Justified  In  view  of  the  dynamic  nature  of  our 
country  and  of  the  world.  Mr.  Allen  recognizes  that  many  of  us  would 
like  to  live  in  a  static  state,  but  change  Is  constantly  about  us— and 
change  we  must  To  Illustrate,  the  author  cites  the  very  real  threat  of 
eommunlsm.  In  our  fear  we  permit  men  of  the  ilk  of  McCarthy.,  and 
other  inquisitors  to  frighten  us  Into  “nervous  conformity.’  He  concludes 
that  "at  many  a  point  In  our  American  life  adventurous  and  constructive 
thought  Is  stifled,  by  apprehension”  and  ‘we  are  by  nature  a  sanguine 
people,  but  never  before  have  we  been  subjected  to  the  sort  of  prolonged 
strain  that  we  feel  today  and  our  patience,  humor  and  courage  are 
being  sorely  tested." 

Thi«  review  concur*  that  we  are  amazing  peop'e — we  stum¬ 
ble  forward  while  looking  backward.  Could  we  but  turn  around 
and  face  Issues  squarely,  honestly,  and,  feartessly,  the  “good  old 
days”  would  be  the  tomorrows  and  not  the  yesterdays 

—Sterling  Surrey. 


Revealed  by  the  survey'  is  the 
fact  that  51%  of  the  coeds  In¬ 
terviewed  do  not  eat  breakfast 
regularly.  Belief  that  sleep  is 
more  beneficial  loomed  as  the 
largest  factor  for  not  eating. 
Another  sizeable  group  listed 
"not  hungry"  and  “not  enough 
time”  as  the  reason  for  break¬ 
fast  skipping. 

From  the  nutritional  standpoint 
only  32%  of  the  group  consumed  a 
good  to  excellent  breakfast.  Fruit  In 
some  form,  a  breadstuff,  butter  or 
margarine,  and  either  milk  or  eof* 
fee  emerged  as  the  general  break¬ 
fast  pattern  of  the  students  queried. 

Underweight  appear*  to  bt  a 
common  problem.  Of  the  130 
girls  used  In  the  survey,  49  per 
cent  were  under  the  weights  rec¬ 
ommended  for  optimum  health.

Intramural  Commission  met  with  Dr.  Peterson  recently  to  set  up  the 
point  schedule  that  a  varsity  athlete  should  receive  from  participate 
In  a  varsity  sport,  that  will  go  toward  his  Individual  record  and  his 
group  record.  f 

Much  consideration  was  given  this  because  intramural  and  varsity 
sports  each  are  part  of  the  physical  education  program,  With  the  idea 
of  not  minimizing  or  over-emphasizing  either  of  these  phases,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  point  system  was  adopted: 

Any  student  who  slays  out  for  varsity  football  all  season 
shall  receive  25  points.  If  he  earns  a  letter  In  the  sport,  he  will 
gain  45  additional  points,  making  a  total  of  70  points. 

For  varsity  basketball,  50  points  are  given  If  the  student  remains 
out  all  season,  and  an  additional  25  points  are  giv.en  for  a  letter.  This 
makes  a  total  of  75  points  that  can  be  earned  In  varsity  Basketball.' 

Fifteen  points  are  awarded  to  anyone  staying  out  for  track,  plus  45 
points  for  a  letter.  Sixty  points,  then,  is  the  maximum  number  that  can 
be  picked  up  in  this  sport. 

It  Is  an  even  split  in  tennis,  15  and  15,  making  a  total  of  30  for  the 
participant  who  wins  a  letter. 

Golf  rounds  out  the  varsity  sports  program  with  eight  points  given 
for  participation  and  seven  for  a  letter. 

Points  considered  In  determining  the  scale  were:  difficulty  in  stay¬ 
ing  out  for  the  sport,  difficulty  of  lettering,  conflicts  with  other  intra¬ 
mural  activities,  number  of  contests  with  other  schools,  and  how  much 
time  Is  spent  in  preparing  for  these  contests. 

A  fine  portion  of  the  Intramural  program  Is  the  Invaluable  experi¬ 
ence  that  the  group  lenders  receive  through  handling  the  teams  of  the 
various  groups  The  leaders  have  the  chance  to  lead  their  teams  In  a 
great  variety  of  activities,  thus  receiving  a  well-rounded  picture  of  a 
physical  education  program.  !
